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THE HAPSBURG RESCRIPT TO THE 
HUNGARIAN DI&T, 

WE are about to lay before our readers a specimen of the raw 
material out of which revolutions are made—an illustration of 
dynastic pride, obstinacy, and infatuation such as drive nations 
mad—a sample of the kind of policy, if policy it deserves to be 
ealled, which has latterly kept Europe in a ferment utterly 
incompatible with the natural progress and expansion of the 
arts and enterprises of peace. 

There is strange excitement in the city of Pesth. It is not 
noisy, but it is intense. It does not gesticulate, but it is pain- 
fully visible, It may be seen everywhere, anxiously as the out- 
ward signs of it are suppressed. The representative city of the 
kingdom of Hungary awaits the answer of the Emperor of 
Austria to the Address of the Diet, That Address set forth in 
unflinching but respectful language the historical and constita- 
tional rights of the kingdom, the manner and extent to which 
they had been arbitrarily violated by the autocratic Imperial 
policy of the last twelve years, and the demands founded npon 
them, It had been modified inform from that originally passed 
hy the Diet, and transmitted to Vienna, which had been returned 
as offensive to the Emperor's dignity as a de facto Sovereign, the 
Diet, on second thoughts, wisely resolving to deprive Francis 
Joseph of every merely personal gfound of quarrel, The sub-

stance of the amended Address had b¥en left untouched, The 
document had been carried up to the Emperor by the Presidents 
of the two Houses, had been presented, had been graciously 
received, and an answer to it promised in the shape of a 
Rescript, There is delay, It is known at Pesth that warm 
debates have been going on in the Imperial Cabinet ; it is not 
yet known with what result, The city, unanimous and resolute 
as it is, waite with nervous ‘anxiety the Emperor's reply, for on 
the tenor of it the future of the ancient kingdom of Hungary 
depends, Who can wonder at the visible signs of profound 
agitation during the awful suspense!—signs ‘Answering to the 
quivering muscles, the restless.eyes, and “the blanched but 
fixmly-compressed lips, of individual patriotiam as the moment 
approaches for deciding the alternative whether it is to dc or die. 
Francis Joseph, probably, has not formied a very accurate 
estimate of the people who now await his Imperial Rescript ; 
albeit his armies, not many years since, were driven by them 
clean out of Hungary, and could only return in the wake of 
Russian battalions, It is clear that he has never yet sounded 
the depths of the national spirit, nor computed the enduring 
resistance of their love of freedom, nor measured the force of 
their patriotism. They have historical recollections much older 
than any which belong to his Imperial ancestry. They have 
habits which are the deposit of several centuries of the action of 
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cherished institutions upon national character, They have a 
courage which would be strengthened, even if it were not 
inspired, by a long succession of glorious annals, They inhabit 
a country of far greater breadth, and of far ampler and more 
varied resources, than any of the provinces of the Austrian 
empire, and they outnumber several times over the German 
population now striving to dominate over them, They con- 
stitute, if one may so say, the body of Austria, while other 
peoples associated with the empire are but limbs, In 
devotion to freedom, and in fitness to use and enjoy 
they it, they resemble. Anglo-Saxons, In military vigour 


there, as elsewhere, strongly-marked social grades and con- 
ditions, the interests of which, although really identical, are 
often seemingly conflicting ; but, strictly speaking, there is but 
one party—namelr, the party of Hungary, This is the people 
with whom Francis Joseph essays to deal, in order that he may 
break them into submission to his will; and the question 


political guarantees, the institutions and privileges, which are 
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theirs by inheritance, or whether they are to lose their identity 
and become absorbed into an empire fashioned by German 
minds in a German mould. The Hungarian Diet have unani- 
mously told the Emperor that they will continue to be what 
the treaties, laws, and institutions handed down to them by 
their forefather have made them ; that they will recognise him 
as their King, and render him that fealty which all their Kings 
have received ; but that they will not surrender the individuality 
of a great and renowned historic nation like Hungary in order 
to be fused into that centralised system which, under the 
designation of the Austrian empire, ministers to the dynastic 
ambition of the Hapsburg family. 

The ccurse pursued by the Emperor Francis Joseph since the 
Battle of Solferino and the Treaty of Zurich indicated that his 
mind had been chastened by adversity, and led to the expecta- 
tion that if he did not, as it was thought probable he would not, 
accept the programme laid down for him by the Hungarian 
Diet, he would, at any rate, urge his own with some show of 
conciliation, The empire is not precisely what it was when he 
first grasped the sceptre which the hand of his uncle was too 
feeble to wield with effect, He has other discontented and dis- 
trustful provinces besides Hungary, His financial position is 
but a step or two from bankruptcy, He has lost Lombardy ; he 
has seen his hold upon the Papal dominions and the Two Sicilies 
wrested from him by Piedmont; he retains Venetia only by an 
overwhelming, and, to himself, an exhausting, military force ; 
and he can no longer count upon the assistance of Russia, whom 
the perfidy of Austria in 1854 has alienated, and whom the 
Crimean War, and the internal troubles consequent upon the 
emancipation of the serfs, have disabled for many years to come, 
For the present, it is true the Emperor may dismiss all appre- 
hensions of attack from the new King of Italy, who for awhile 
will require all the energy of which he is master to hold his 
own. But, if Italy is somewhat embarrassed, Austria is not less 
80, and no one can assure her that, should she get inextricably 
involved in civil dissensions, France will leave her entirely 
unmolested. One might have expected, under all the circum- 
stances which surround and menace the Imperial throne, that 
Francis Joseph would have feigned, evenif he did not feel, 
moderation and caution in his manner of treating the Hangarian 
people ; and it is certain that the party at Pesth who hoped that 
his Rescript might be found to contain the basis of a satisfactory 
settlement could give a reason for the hope they entertained. 

The document has now seen the light. It has been read to 
both Houses of the Hungarian Diet, Its sole merit is that it 
is unmistakable, and puts an end to intolerable suspense, It 
is, as we have said, the raw material ont of which revolution is 
made, It isa sort of declaration of war to the knife. It is 
more—it is an irritant, every word of which seems to have been 
choren and inserted with the express purpose of instilling venom 
into open wounds. Its airis haughty, authoritative, threaten- 
ing. It doesnot argue—it commands. It is bitter with sarcasm. 
It lacerates like an instrument with a jaggededge. Bat this is 
not the worst, itdeliberately sows division between the Magyar 
and non-Magyar populations of Hungary, and makes demands 
on behalf of Transylvania and Croatia which are but too weil 
calculated to lure them—as they were lured in 1848—into a 
conspiracy designed to crush the very nationality of feeling 
which it craftily invokes, Hence it is that the Rescript cannot 
be treated with the contempt it would otherwise have elicited. 
It is a dangerous explosive, and the fear is lestin its explosion 
it should separate, as it was intended to do, associate races, 

It would be superfluous here to describe a document which 
most of our readers will have perused with deep attention. 
They will have seen that, following upon a brief exordiam which 
seems to have exhausted the Emperor's stock of civility, there is 
a succession of paragraphs rising in insolence of tone one above 
another, until the whole series is capped by the most galling 
demand to which the temper of Hungary could be exposed, 
The Constitution of 1848 is to be recognised so far as it suits the 


Emperor’s convenience, or, in other words, so far as it coincides 


with “our diploma of the 20th of October, 1860,” As to the 
demand of the Hungarians that their union with the Austrian 
empire should be merely a personal one, through the Crown, and 
that their ancient nationality should not be merged, contrary to 
laws and taeaties, in the Austrian empire, the pith of the answer 
is, “ We, therefore, most graciously make it known to the Diet 
of the assembled States and Representatives that, as regards 
those articles of the statate of 1848 which arein contradiction 
with the requisite security of the indivisible interests of our 
collective State, but especially with our decisions of the 20th of 
October, 1860, and the 26th of February, 1861, we, even as we 
hitherto have never recognised them, so also in the future we 
will not recognise them, not considering ourselves personally 
bound to do so,” This is pretty well; but then follows a 
passage which far transcends even this in arrogance :—“ As we 
propose to make further communication of our overtures in the 
form of Royal propositions, we command the States and Repre- 
sentatives assembled in Diet that they shall hold it for their 
duty to prepare projects of law for effecting changes in the 
statutes of 1848, for the purpose of annulling certain articles of 
those statutes in the sense of our declared intentions,’ The 
summons to the Diet to send deputies to the Austrian 
Reichsrath is in a similar vein ; but the sting of the Rescript will 
be found in the passage which commands the Diet to take the 
initiative of a law guaranteeing the rights of the non-Magyar 
inhabitants of Hungary. 

And now, how will this rescript be treated? There cannot be 
the least doubt that its commands will be disregarded; but 
what next? Nothing has yet been determined. The nation is 
unarmed, and therefore cannot fight. Its common belief, too, is 
that this Rescript was penned with the intention of goading the 
people into insurrection, and so finding a pretext for resorting to 
martial law ; and therefore it is unwilling to fight just now. 
It will probably fall back upon passive resistance, e defence 
which, where the people are unanimous, is sure to be successful,

THE CIVIL WAR IN AMERICA, >

BELLIGERENT OPERATIONS ON SEA AND LAND, 

Major-General M‘Clellan has won a succession of victories over the 
Confederates in Western Virginia, which enables him to report that 
he firmly believes Secession is killed in that section of thé country. 
On the 12th a division of Federals, led by General Rosencrantz, drove 
the enemy from an intrenched camp at Rich Mountain, near Beverley. 
On the 13th General M‘Clellan pu: on to Beverley, and captured six 
brass cannon, of which one was rifled, and all the camp equipage and 
transportation waggons, The enemy lost in killed and wounded 150 
men, and at least 100 prisoners. e Federals lost in this second 
engagement 11 killed and 35 wounded. On the same day General 
M‘Cleilan received from Colonel Pegrain (not Pogram) propositions for 
the surrender of his whole prometod numbering 600 men. 

On the next day, the 14th, General Garnett and his fortes were 
routed at Carrackford, near St. George, and his baggage and one gun 
taken, General Garnett was killed in the engagement, The Con- 
federate loss was not far from 200 killed and a number of prisoners. 
The Federals report a loss of 13 killed and 40 wounded. The troops 
engaged in these affairs were chiefly from Ohio and Indiana, 

The main body of the Federal Army of the centre, numbering 55,000 
men, and commanded by General M‘ Dowell, began its march towards 
Richmond on the 17th ult, met with no serious resistance until 
they reached Dulbram, a fortified pesition, three miles from Manassas 
Junction. On the 18th the advanced guard of the Federals attacked 
this position and was repulsed. Afterwards, however, the position was 
carried. At the last accounts the two armies were within a mile of each 
other near Manassas Junction, and a battle seemed inevitable on the 
next day (Sunday) or Monday, the 22nd ult. 

General Patterson, who was last heard of at Martinsburg, has been 
superseded by Major-General Banks, General Dix succeeds General 
Banks in command at Baltimore.

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SAD news is, in all probability, crossing the Atlantic. The last 
mails have spoken of the advance of the Federal army upon 
the Confederates, and we hear of a repulse of the former, and 
then of its success in carrying a disputed position. This 
information, of course, comes through Northern channels, and 
we have not yet learned to accept, unhesitatingly, every state- 
ment so transmitted. But there seems no reason to doubt that 
the armies were drawing very close, and if the journals that 
“expect ” a battle “to-day or to-morrow” are to be relied upon 
it could hardly be many days before thousands of men, speaking 
the same language, and but the other day proud of being governed 
by the same rulers, would be hurled upon one another in fierce 
conflict. A spot called Manassas Junction was indicated as 
the probable scene of the expected engagement. Some super- 
eeding of Federal Generals on the eve of fighting might not seem 
a good augury for the North; but, if the accounts as to the 
numbers of the forces be trustworthy, it is difficult to under- 
stand how an experienced soldier like General Scott can fail to 
be victorious. Private letters say that the authorities at 
Washington have no such ideas as are promulgated by 
journalists about bringing the war to a rapid termination, and 
that they do not contemplate the final subjugation of the South 
in less than two campaigns, In far less time than such pro- 
tracted operations will require the pacification of the States 
will, we hope, be effected by other agency, Meantime, we 
await the arrival of the first important news that has been 
dispatched since the declaration—we do not to say of war— 
but of “action” by the belligerents, 

Ministers have performed the piscatory sacrifice with which 
it is the custom to solemnise the termination of the Session, and 
a few days will see the New Palace of Westminster given up to 
the artists, Government have decided on accepting the Lords’ 
amendment to the Bankruptcy Bill, which will therefore 
become law, a Chief Judge being omitted from the programme, 
and due precautions being enacted to prevent any sudden and 
unjust dealing with an absentee debtor, Mr. Cowper has made 
an announcement of very considerable interest, Government 
approve of the report of the commission on the embankment 
question ; will next Session introduce a bill for carrying it out ; 
and propose to intrust the works to the Metropolitan Board. 
By that time, possibly, the gigantic drainage works now in 
the hands of the board will have so far advanced as 
to impress the public with a larger idea of the business 
capabilities of the board than seems at present to pervade 
London, It is satisfactory that the embankment is at last to be 
really undertaken, West of the Temple Gardens there is to be 
a fine roadway, one hundred feet wide, to Westminster-bridge. 
East of the gardens there is to be a viaduct, seventy feet wide, 
to Blackfriars Bridge, Thence is to be cut a new street to the 
Mansion House, The plan is neither glorious, nor imposing, nor 
Roman, nor Napoleonic, but perhaps it is the best we can get, 
and certainly it is better than nothing, and we have the money 
to pay for the work, If posterity should sneer at our little- 
mindedness and sweep away our small doings to make room 
for a line of water palaces, we shall be out of the way of

WHEN the “dog star ” the House of Peers asserts itself asa part 
of_the constitution of this country by driving through a number of 
stages a number of bills by a series of spasmodic jerks. No doubt 
Lord Derby and Lord Redesdale protest and vow that they will not 
permit their Lordships’ House to be a mere registry of the doings of 
the Commons ; but, somehow, mankind out of doors incline to the notion 
of the mere recording powers of the Peers, and stare rather when once or 
twice in a Session they find that debates and hostile divisions prove the 
positive and active existence of the second estateof therealm. Theold 
storyhas been going on this year, perhapsa little exaggerated ; but in the 
last few days or so there have been two features in the House of Lords 
whicharenoticeable. In the first place, the transmigration of Lord John 
Russell into Earl Russell has been made complete by the ceremonial 
of his admission among his peers. Fora week his Lordship remained ina 
chrysalis state, the grub disappeared from the Commons, and the butter- 
fly, gorgeous in scarlet, white, and gold, did not appear in the Lords 
until that day week. It is a pity that Punch published that caricature 
which depicted Earl Russell in a coronet and robes fur too large for him, 
for when his Lordship appeared in the House in the latter garb the recol- 
lection inevitably ran back to that absurd delineation, Every one 
knows the indescribable connection between a caricature and its sub- 
ject, and how the exaggeration fades in the mind’s eye before the 
likeness. Well, just this to the spectator when the new 
Peer, in his robes, formed part of a procession in which, curiously 
enough, all were tall men, except Earl Russell and Earl Granville, who, 
walking last, did not break the physical contrast which was presented. 
The proceedings, from the Chancellor, with a three-cornered hat perched 
on the top of his full-bottomed wig, suggesting recollections of pictures 
one has seen of Captain Macheath, Garter King-at-Arms in his tabard, 
looking like a Court card, and the enacting Peers in their somewhat 
ungraceful though glaring robes; the genuflexions and putting on and 
off of cocked hats, the walking from the bar to the woolsack, and 
thence to the table, when the patents and writ of summons are read ; 
thence to the lowest seat on the Opposition side, the momentary sitting 
there,'‘and the march up to the woolsack again, and thence out into the 
Prince’s chamber (in which last operation the procession got into con- 
fusion—what military men call “clubbed”—owing to Earl Russell's 
awkwardness), is anything but — It does not take long, but 
actors and spectators are equally reli when it is over, and no one 
seemed more relieved than Earl Russell himself when he took his seat 
in bis usval easy costume on the last seat on the Government bench, 
with only a gangway between him and the Bishop's. Curiously enough, 
on that evening there was a division against the Government, which 
was carried in their favour by a majority of only one, which was the 
new Earl's vote. 

On another evening the Peers mustered in great force. The occasion 
was the discussion of the di ent of the Commons with the Lords’ 
amendments on the subject of the proposed Chief Judge in bankruptcy. 
The object was to crush the new Lord Chancellor, a matter which will 
probably be found not to be too easy. That noble and learned Lord 
opened the debate in a speech of immense power, and, conscious that a 
majority was packed against him, he did not trouble himself to 
restrain any of his knowledge that the movement was, like that 
against Mr, Gladstone in the Commons, directed at him psrsonally, It 
was led by an ex-Chancellor, who, remembering how often his weak- 
ness was shown up by the present Chancellor when he was at the 
Bar, availed himself of the first o ity when they met in acommon 
arena to endeavour to pay off scores. Indeed, it is probable that 
all the other law Lords whose measure had long been very accurately 
taken by Lord Westbury when Attorney-General were influenced by 
a similar feeling; and the fact that one of them is an influential 
leader of the Conservatives no doubt determined the opposition which 
was organised. Accordingly these sages, sage being here more than 
usually synonymous with chose to —_= e first principle

Hercules worthy of sustaining that world which has been deprived of 
the mighty Atlar who hitherto supported it, The Tuscans, and those 
well acquainted with the history of Tuscany for the last two years, 
had reason to know something of Bettino Ricasoli, and, amid the 
universal dismay occasioned by Cavour’s untimely death, were able to 
draw no small measure of consolation from the knowledge. They 
knew that if an ardent and enthusiastic patriotism, a love for Italy, 
aad a con‘idence in her approaching regeneration—which had been the 
passion and the conviction of a life—an iron will and indomitable 
moral courage, joined to a rare purity of uprightness, and a 
still rarer faith in the efficacy and triumph of straightforward 
aud upright political conduct; if the combination of these 
characteristics with truly large and _statesmanlike views of the 
position of the country, of the causes which have contributed 
to its decline, and the means needed for its recovery; they 
knew that if these qualities could suffice to furnish forth a Minister 
capable of carrying out the great work which had been left unfinished, 
they could pat their hand on the man that Italy needed. Fortunately, 
Victor Emmanuel had seen enough of the late Governor of Tuscany 
to be of the same opinion, And since his recent speech in the Turin 
Chamber, in the course of the debate on the loan, few men will be 
found to have my ey on the correctness of his judgment. 

Baron Bettino Ricasoli is the chief of one of the most ancient noble 
families in Tuscany. The old Florentine ici as is well known, 
may be divided, as regards their origin, into two classes—the more 
ancient feudal and territorial nobility, and the civic and commercial 
nobles, who rose into distinction within the walls of the city and 
during the period of the greatness of the old Republic. The first class 
had ail the characteristics which in every part of Europe marked the 
medizval feudal aris , and they were soon found to be 
incompatible with the rapidly-rising power and civilisation of the 
young commercial community growing into greatness on the banks of 
the Arno. The more irreclaimable of them, accordingly, were extir- 
pated and became extinct; while a portion of them became civilised 
citizens, adopted civic pursuits, and sought and obtained civic honours. 
The Ricasoli were among these, and there are few pages of the history 
of Florence which do not testify to the high position they occupied in 
the civic community and in the opinions of their fellow-citizens. In 
the palmy days of the Republic they were the eq the compeers, 
aad rivals of the Peruzzi, Bardi, Albizzi, Strozzi, &c., till the evil times 
came, when they fell with the rest to be the subjects of the upstart 
Medici.

And it is this part of the establishment at Brolio that is grandiose 
and imposing; especially the wine-cellars, in their ancient vaults 
under the old tower, which is the earliest part of the building, are a 
sight to be seen. There is little doubt but that improved cultivation 
and improved processes at every step from the vineyard to the bottle 
would produce Tuscan wines that might compete with the growths of 
France in the markets of Europe. And, under the enlightened 
auspices of Baron Ricasoli, much has been already done in this 
t, and results of the most encouraging kind have been achieved. 
hen the party whose visit to Brolio has been here described had 
walked around the superb terraces formed by the surrounding bastion- 
wall—when they had ascended to the top of the ancient tower and 
satiated their eyes with gazing over the vast and varied landscape 
commanded by it, and, finally, had been conducted through the ranges 
of vaulted odieen with their long rows of huge hogsheads, containing 
some tltree thousand —— of wine each, marked every one with the 
year of its vintage and the name of its vineyard—they were courteously 
invited by the servants left in charge of the house to take some refresh- 
ment, And on going into the dining-room of the mansion they beheld 
a table spread with bread and biscuits, and a dozen or so of bottles— 
specimens of the various growths on the estate, and of differeut choice 
vintages of them. Though previously well aware of the fact that 
wines very superior to those met with in the ordinary markets could 
be and were produced in Tuscany, they were not prepared to find such 
excellence as that which characterised the various qualities now offered 
to them. They tasted wines, white and red, dry and sweet, old and 
new. Without attempting to enter into critical disquisition of the 
qualities of them, it may be remarked that all were decidedly more 
full-bodied and more powerful than any undoctored Bordeaux growth. 
They were, indeed, without “ bouquet ;” but, on the other hand, were 
in every case not only the pure juice of the grape, but each the 
unmixed product of its own vineyard and its own year. , 
The owner of Brolio is now labouring for Italy ina manner and with 
a success which will effectually eclipse his efforts as an agricultural 
reformer and improver. But the consequences of the example he 
has placed before the eyes of his fellow-landowners in this character, 
and especially as regards the amelioration of the wine produce 
of the country, are likely to be of permanent and very important 
benefit to Tuscany. And while the great statesman is busied at Turin 
with cares which will result in making Italy as important and fre- 
quently-recurring a name in the future history of Europe as those of 
England or France, the enlightened improvements of the great landed 
roprietor may yet make “ Castel Brolio” as familiar a term on the 
ists of wine-merchants as that of Chateau Margaux or Clos Vongeot.

NEW RAILWAY HOTEL AT LONDON-BRIDGE,

SCIENTIFIC NEWS, 


ELEcTRICITY.—In a memoir translated in the Bibliotheque de 
Gentve M. H. Buff considers the analogy of the sourcesof the el ity of 
friction and contact, and gives as the result of numerous experiments his 
opinion that the tact of heterog bst is the cause of the 
former. This conclusion is combated by the editor, M. A. De la Rive, who does 
not consider it to be fairly derived from the facts related. He considers that 
the experiments on the generation of electricity by pressure, from which M. 
Buff derives one of his principal arguments in favour of the contact theory, 
seem rather to prove that the origin of the electricity is much more related to 
the molecular movements, which arise as much from pressure as from rubbing ; 
since, according to the nature of these mov ts, itis ti the tive, 
sometimes the negative, fluid with which the two rubbed or pressed substances 
are charged. 

THe MOoveEMENTs OF Sirius (the Dog Star) have been 
investigated by M. Calandrelli, director of th> Pontifical Observatory at Rome, 
founded and rally maintained by Pius IX., who has purchased for it valuable 
and expensive apparatus. M. Calandrelli thinks the anomalies of Sirius are 
explicable by a peculiarity in its movement, without having recourse to the 
hypothesis of a large satellite.

EMBANKMENT OF THE THAMES. 


THE commissioners appointed to examine into plans for ema. king the River 
Thames within the metropolis have just issued their report. After briefly 
describing the main features of the various plans which were sent in, the

fare between Westminster-bridge and Blackfriars-bridge, 
embankment and roadway ; and thatthe new thoroughfare t! 
be continued on eastward from Blackfriars-bridge by a new 
to the line formerly laid down by Mr. Bunning, the City architec 

west end of Earl-street, across Cannon-street, to the Mansion Hovse. Without 
such a street no relief whatever would be given to the crowded thoroughfares 
of Ludgate-hill, St. Paul’s-churchyard, and Cheapside. 

The line of embankment at Westminster would coincide with the terrace of 
the Houses of Parliament, and thence to Blackfriars-bridge would nearly 
follow the line laid down for the Corporation of the city of London in 1841 by 
Mr. Walker, Captain Bullock, Mr. Saunders, and Mr. Leach. The general 
level of the embankment and road would be four feet above Trinity high 
water, The road would commence at Westminster by an easy Jescent opposite 
the clock tower, and be continued on, 100 feet in width, to the eastern 
voundary of the Temple Gardens; from this point the road would be reduced 
to 70 feet in width, and carried on a viaduct supported by piers of masonry, 
rising to the level of Blackfriars- bridge, so constructed as to leave a 
water for the convenience of the City Gasworks and the adjoin 
about 70 or 80 feet. The spaces between the piers under the ascending road 
would be left available for barges to lie, and afford easy access t 
between this structure and the wharves. 







From Westminster-bridge to the eastern boundary of the Temple Gardens 
the embankment—sustained by a river wall—would be solid in its whole 
breadth; which breadth opposite Richmond-terrace would be 220 feet from 


the existing river wall. At Hungerford it would be 320 feet from the existing 
wharf ; at Somerset House about 120 feet ; and at the Temple abont 220 fect. 
The plan accompanying the report sets forth the entire scheme. 

With respect to the appropriation of the reclaimed land, we would recom- 
mend that so much of it as shall be in front of the Crown pro —which 
will be about 120 feet in width in its narrowest part—showid be laid out i 
ornamental gardens for the accommodation of the occupiers of the houses, 
that the portion in front of the Temple Gardens, also abou 
placed at the disposal of the society, to be dealt with in a sir 
other portions of reclaimed land may either be kept or 
recreation of the public or be applied to building purposes. 

We propose that communications should be made with the intended roadway 
from Whitehall, opposite the Horse Guards, and also from some of the streets 
in the Strand ; and that a new strect should be formed, passing through the 
Savoy to Wellington-street. The frontages on these strects would offer eligible 
sites for building, as would also the inner frontage of the new road, if it should 
hereafter be thought fit so to utilise the ground. We, however, feel it our duty 
to recommend that, while economy and utility in laying out and disposing of 
the ground should be kept in view, endeavours should be made to invest this 
new and conspicuous work with some elements of interest and beauty. 

For the improvement of the navigation we recoinmend that the existing 
shoals between Waterloo and Westminister bridges should be removed, due 
regard being had to the foundations of the former. Also, that a uniform 
low-water channel of six feet in depth at ordinary spring tides, and 500 feet ia 
width from the embankment-wall, be secured, and thus the stream be more 
equalised in velocity. If at any future time any effect should be produced on 
the river from the diminution of its capacity for tidal water by reason of its 
embankment, arrangements may be made higher up the river by dredging, or 
ty a tidal reservoir, to compensate for the loss. The consideration, however, 

this matter would naturally devolve on the Conservators of the River Thames. 

The embankment and street we have proposed will afford an opportunity of 
making the low-level sewer without disturbing the Strand or Fleet-street, and 
at the same time facilitate the construction of the sewer eastward of the 
embankment. 

We are not prepared to recommend the construction of an embankment oa 
the Surrey shore at present ; but, if hereafter it should be thought desirable 
or necessary to embank any portion of it, the scheme we have proposed for 
the Middlesex side will not in any way interfere with it. 

With regard to that part of our instructions in which we are commanded 
by your Majesty to “report on the costs and means of carrying the same into 
execution,” we beg to report that we estimate the cost of the land, making 
compensations, ——-. the embankment and roadways. and also acquiring 
the property in the City for, and forming the new street to, the Mansion 
House, at £1,500,0000. This amount, however, would be reduced should it be 
thought right to dispose of any of the reclaimed land on the bank of the 
river for building purposes. 

Parliament having appropriated the coal dues to provide for the outlay 

for this great work, it only remains for us to express our opinion as 
to the “‘ means of carrying the same into execution.” 

Looking at the magnitude of the work, the important and varied interests, 
both public and private, which will be affected, and the urgent necessity for its 
early completion, we are of opinion that the control and management of the 
undertaking should be intrusted to a special commission appointed by your 
——- in order to ensure the speedy and economical attainment of an object 
so much needed by the pablic, and affording so favourable an opportunity for 
the improvement of the river and adornment of the metropolis.

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FLYING FOXES RECENTLY ADDED TO THE ZOOLOGICAL SOCIETY'S GARDENS, REGENT'S PARK, 


THE INDIAN PIEROPUS, OR FLYING FOX. 

Tae large frugivorous bat of India (Pteropus Edwardsii), or “ flying 
fox ”"—as it is somewhat incorrectly called, since it has nothing to do 
with the carnivorous group of animals to which foxes belong—has 
heen but seldom brought alive to this country. At the present time, 
however, the collection of the Zoological Society of Londen in Regent’s 
Park contains three fine living examples of this animal, the survivors 
of a considerable number of individuals which were brought from 
Calcutta last autumn, and exhibited for some time in a room in 
Piccadilly. Upon one previous occasion only, we believe, have the 
society possessed the pteropus alive, and then only for a short period. 
In its native country—the peninsula of India—this large bat is 
very abundant, and uniformly lives in society. Numerous individuals 
select a large tree for their resort, and, suspending themselves with the 
claws of their posterior extremities to the naked branches, often in 
companies of several hundreds, afford to the stranger a very singular 
spectacle. They pass the greater portion of the day in. sleep, hanging 
motionless. Ranged in succession with the head downwards, the 
membrane contracted about the body, and often in close contact, they 
have little resemblance to living beings, and by a person not 
accustomed to their economy are readily mistaken for a part of the 
tree, or for a fruit of uncommon size suspended from its branches, 
Soon after sunset they gradually quit their hold and pursue their 
nocturnal flights in quest of food. They direct their course, by an 
unerring instinct, to the forests, villages, and plantations, occasioning 
incalculable mischief, attacking and devouring indiscriminately every 
kind of fruit. The only persons who habitually use this bat as an 
article of food are said to be the Portuguese in Western India; but 
Colonel Sykes hus testified, from personal experience, that its flesh is 
delicate and without disagreeable flavour, 


NEW ANTELOPE HOUSE IN THE ZOOLOGICAL 
SOCIETY'S GARDENS, REGENT’S PARK. 


THE antelope-house lately erected in the Gardens of the Zoological 
Society of London in Regent’s Park was built for the society by 
Messrs Lucas, the well-known contractors, from the designs of Anthon 
Salvin, Esq., jun., at a cost of about £2500. The building, of whi 
we give herewith a View from the south side, is placed in the southern 
part of the gardens, and stands at a right angle to the house contain- 
ing the zebras, wh'ch was finished and opened to the public about two 
years ago. It measures 175 ft, in length, by 22ft. in width, and is 
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divided into fifteen commodious stalls, each of them communicating 
by sliding doors with those adjoining and with an open court in front. 

e fittings are substantially constructed of oak and wrought-iron 
bars, The whole of the open timberwork of the roof inside is stained 
and varnished, which adds greatly to the general effect of the interior. 
Ample means of ventilation have been secured by the dormer windows 
placed over each stall, and by ventilators fixed in the roof; and the 
whole edifice may be fairly said to be not only the most commo- 
dious and suitable building for animals as yet erected in the society's 
gardens, but also by no means deficient in architectural merits. 

A collection of animals received a short time ago from the Cape 
of Good Hope, presented to the society by his Excellency Sir 
George Grey, the Governor of the colony, and brought safely home 
under the care of Mr. James Benstead, the society’s agent and collector, 
contains several remarkable additions to the beautiful family of 
antelopes, to the accommodation of which this building is proposed 
to be exclusively devoted. The series of these animals now living in 
the society’s embraces no less than fifteen species, which, 
we understand, will shortly be rearranged side by side in the new 
building, as nearly as ible according to their natural affinities. 
The following is a list of them :— 

1, The Dorcas Gazelle (Gazella dorcas), from Egypt and Northern 
Africa generally. Several fine examples of this beautiful species have 
been lately received by the society from his Excellency Sir Gaspard le 
Marchant, the Governor of Malta. 

2. The Spring-bok (Gazella euchore) of Southern Africa, 

8. The Stein-bok (Calotragus tragulus) lately received, for the first 
time alive in Europe, from Sir George Grey, Southern Africa. 

4, The Grys-bok (Calotragus melanotis), also just received from Sir 
George Grey from Southern Africa, but previously in the late Ear! of 
Derby’s collection at Knowsley, 

5. The Grimm's Duyker bok (Caphalolophus Grimmi), from Sonth 
Africa. 

6. The Maxwell's Duyker-bok (C. Maxwellii), from Western Africa. 

7. The Reh-bok (Heleotragus capreolus). Several females of this 
elegant antelope have been received at different times from Sir George 
Grey, but the society have not as yet obtained a male of this species, 

8. The Lech? Antelope (Adenotalech?). Of this beautiful species of 
antelope, which was first discovered by Captain Frank Vardon in one of 
the earlier expeditions to Lake Ngami, the collection contains a single 
female, received from Sir George Grey. It is remarkable for its tame

WESLEYAN CHAPEL, SOUTHPORT, 
A NEW Wesleyan Chapel has just been for Divine service at 
Southport, Lancashire. The style of tecture in which the building 
is designed is the Early Decorated Gothic. Externally, the chief fea- 
ture that meets the eye is the spire, 130 feet in height to the top of the 
foliated and gilt finial by which it is surmounted. About twenty feet 
below this finial there is a circlet of gabletted storm lights, and there 
are, besides, at intervals, bands of a blue tinted stone, which is also 
used in the reliving arches of the windows and doors, The main front 
gable bears on its apex a stone finial of somewhat novel design, and is 
pierced by a large five-light window, whose head is filled with ela- 
borate tracery. Immediately beneath the sill runs a moulded and 
enriched string, forming « long panel which contains in raised letters 
the incription, “ Enter into His gates with thanksgiving, and into His 
courts with praise.” Below this string and in the centre of the front 
is the principal entranse—a wide door, having three columns in each 
jamb, and a rickly moulded and oes peng arch, the head of which 
is filled with tracery. Above the are three moulded and cusped 
panels filled with carving, the centre one bearing on a scroll the inscrip- 
tion, “The Lord is in His holy temple.” The chapel is 110 ft. long 
inside, by 45 ft. wide in the nave, and 70 ft. in the transepts. There 
are sittings provided for about 1200 persons, of which 200 will be free. 
On both sides—in the transepts and at the end next to Mornington- 
road—there are galleries, access to which is obtained by means of

The present 
Vic -roy has done much toimprove the position of the country—witness 
the extensive public works, well organised and lucrative railways, steam 
service in the Red Sea and Mediterranean, upwards of 1000 miles of 
telegraph communicating with nearly all the principal towns in Eevpt 
canals, which, perhaps, is the most important, for with them much d 
has been redeemed, and is now valuable: innovation and improvement 
are observable at every step. Few, however, of the most sanguine ever 
anticipated that civilisation would intrude itself into matters of religion ; 
and yet this has been done. 

The Viceroy, seeing the difficulties and dangers of the desert route, 
and the unnecessary waste of human life, not only by sickness and 
privation, but from the swords and bullets of the many hordes of 
Bedouins who infest the Arabian plains, directed that the “mahmal” 
should, for its greater security, in future proceed by steamer to Jeddah, 
and on the morning of the 2nd of June, as before mentioned, his 
Highness in person received the “mahmal” and dispatched it to its 
destination. 

Our View is taken from the roof of the eastern side of the railway 
station. A space of ground of convenient size was held by troops 
composed of a battalion of chasseurs & pied of the Guard, one battalion 
of grenadiers (black), some squadrons of cavalry in rear of the latter, 
composed of carabineers and cuirassiers in chain-mail, and in rear of 
the chasseurs a battery of six fieldpieces was in ition, and saluted 
at given times, e camel bearing the “‘ mahmal” is entering; a 
species of small tent glittering in elaborate gold embroidery screens the 
sacred fabric from the vulgar gaze. The camel, which is beautifully 
white, is also covered with gold trappings. On the second camel is an 
aged priest bearing the standard of the Prophet; and on the third is 
seated a half-witted man, with a profusion of hair upon his head and 
face. On account of his insanity he is esteemed as a saint, and is 
known by the name of the Sheik-el-Gamel. He always accompanies 
the carpet to Mecca, as his father did before him. The remainder of 
the procession (which may be estimated at upwards of 20,000 persons, 
independent of the mob) is not shown; they were excluded for want 
of space in the immediate vicinity of the station. 

The camel, after perambulating in front of the Viceroy’s kiosk for 
some time, was led to a splendidly-decorated railway-car (made for this 
particular service by the chief of the locomotive department), and 
relieved of its burden. The “mahmal” was then placed in the open 
space reserved for it in the centre of the car, and the camel (which is 
also thought something of from his connection with the holy carpet) 
was accommodated with a truck. 

Bags of money were then emptied from his Highness’s kiosk amongst 
the crowd of ecclesiastics and mob in close attendance. A desperate 
scramble, innumerable combats, and indescribable confusion were 
the immediate consequences. The bands played with energy ; the guns 
fired; the engine whistled; and the train with its precious charge 
slowly moved off the platform. His Highness, seemingly highly 
gratified with the successful manner in which the whole affair passed 
off, smiled ; his courtiers, in duty bound, smiled also; and his Highness 
then stepped into his own train and was away to Alexandria before 
one could turn his head, Numbers of Europeans crowded the roof and 
windows of the station. Nothing could be more effective, as far as 
variety of colour is concerned, than this view. The splendid uniforms 
of his Highness, Ministers, and officers, the serried ranks of soldiery, 
the dense masses of many coloured and costumed people, and al) this 
under a beautiful blue sky and clear atmosphere, combined to give 
eifect to a scene which can only be met with in the East. 


WILLS AND BEQUESTS, 

The will of the Right Hon. Baron Campbell, Lord High Chancellor of Great 
Britain, of St. Andrew’s, Fifeshire ; Hartrigge House, near Jedburgh ; and of 
stratheden House, Knigtsbridge, at which latter residence he died on the 23rd 
of June last, aged seventy-nine, was proved in her Majesty’s Court of Probate 
on the 25th ult., the executors nominated being his three sons, the Right Hon. 
William Frederick, Baron Stratheden and Campbell ; the Hon. Hallyburton 
G. Campbell, and the Hon. Dudley Campbell, and hisdaughter, the Hon. Ma 
Scarlett Campbell. The personalty was sworn under £120,000. Lord Campbell, 
on the decease of his wife, Baroness Stratheden, made his will, bearing date 
the 29th of March, 1860; but in 1857 he made a codicil, having reference solely 
to the disposition of his Irish estates, which he confirms in his will of 1860, 
the two documents being taken conjointly by the Court as Lord Campbell's 
last will. His Lordship possessed very considerable landed and personal property 
in England, Scotland, and Ireland, which he has left entirely amongst his large 
family of sons and daughters. To his eldest son, Baron Stratheden and Campbell, 
he devises his Irish estates, with the exception of a farm, which he bestows on his 
second son for life; but the bulk of his property, real and personal, devolves 
to his eldest son, whom he has also appointed residuary legatee. To his two 
sons, the Hon. Hallyburton and Dudley Campbell, and to his two daughters, 
the Hon. Mary Scarlett and Cecilia Campbell, he leaves legacies of £15,000 
each ; and to bis two married daughters, the Hon. Louisa White and the 
Hon. Edina Duckworth, legacies of £5000 each, beyond what his Lordship 
had previously bestowed upon these two latter ladies. He leaves to his 
daughter, the Hon. Mary Scarlett Campbell, who, he observes, was his faithful 
and valuable asxistant in his literary labours, all the manuscripts and other 
papers, which she is at liberty to publish for her sole benefit. Lord Campbell 
bestows on his eldest son the official robes which his Lordship wore when filling 
the offices of Chief Justice and Lord High Chancellor, with the insignia of 
nobility and those of his high official distinction. All these several articles 
Lord Campbell directs to be retained as heirlooms. The will, which is very 
brief, is in his Lordship’s handwriting ; but the codicil is rather voluminous, 
and has been written by some other person. The will is attested by his Lord- 
ship’s butler and footman ; and the codicil by his Lordship’s clerk, Mr. Charles 
Cooper, and his Lordship’s butler. 

The will of the Right Rev. Thomas Dealtry, D.D., Lord Bishop of Madras, 
in which Presidency he died in March last, aged sixty-five, was proved in 
London in the principal registry, on the 24th of July, having been first ad- 
ministered to in the Supreme Court of Madras, the executors being his relict 
and his son, the Rev. Thomas Dealtry, M.A., both of Adyar, India. The will 
is very brief, its bequests being confined entirely to his relict, his son, and 
daughter. To his relict the Bishop has bequeathed the principal part of his 
property, appointing her residuary legatee. To his son, the Rev. Thomas 
Deaitry, he leaves his house and ground at Adyar, with the furniture, &c., 
and to his daughter a legacy of £2000. The will bears date the 27th of Feb- 
ruary last, and was attested by John Shaw, Esq., solicitor, Madras, and the 
Rev. B. 8. Clarke, Chaplain to the East India Company, Bangalore. 

The will of Mr. James Braidwood, of Watling-street, chief of the London 
Fire Brigade, who died on the 22nd of June, at Tooley-street, was proved in 
the London Court on Saturday last, the 27th of July, and the personal property 
sworn under £5000. The executors appointed are his relict, W. M. Browne, 
Esq,, Westminster Fire Office, King-street, Covent-garden, and Mr. James 

id, of the firm of Messrs. Shand and Mason, fire-engine pump-manufac- 
turers. The will is very brief, and in his own handwriting, ueathing the 
whole of hiz property to his widow. It is dated April 8, 1852 ; and theattesting 
witnesses are Charles Hooton and Henry C. Rush, Sun Fire Office, Thread- 
necdle-street.

CRIME IN THE THREE KiINGpOMs.—The number of persons 
committed for trial in 1860 on charges too serious for the magistrates to 
dispose of summarily was :—In England, 17 per cent less than it had been five 
years previously; in Scotland, 11 per cent less; and in Ireland 24 per cent, 
The year’s list of committals for murder and attempts to murder or to maim 
was more numerous in Ireland (in proportion to the population) than in 
England, Leing 105 against 283; but the convictions were far more numerous 
in England —163 against 33. For all offences together, convictions in England 
and Scotland were about 75 per cent of the committals; in Ireland, only 55. 
The feuds, faction fights, and quarrels of Ireland make their mark in the 
criminal tables : 560 persons were committed for riot or breach of the peace in 
1860, and 154 for rescue or refusing to aid peace officers, the two classes 
together forming 13 per cent of the whole number of the committals; in 
England, for both classes of offences, the committals were only 50. Taking 
the more comprehensive returns of the numbers who were in prison during 
the year for all offences—so as to include persons sent to gaol summarily by 
the magistrates as well as those committed for trial by the courts—it appears 
that the number in England (without reckoning military ) was 1 to 
every 197 of the population, and in Ireland 1 to every 195. But, as the 
same person when recommitted within the year was counted again, the number 
of persons sen to prison was not really so large as this: in Ireland there were 
20,712 committals, but the number

THE EAST INDIA HOUSE. 

As recorded in this Journal, the sale of the Fast 
India House took place a week or two ago, it having 
been purchased with the view, it was stated, of con- 
structing extensive offices and chambers. Avs it is 
possible that, in the intended alterations, the front 
may be considerably modified, if, indeed, it be not 
altogether destroyed, we present on page 115 a view of 
the facade, taking the opportunity of giving (from 
Timbs’s “ Curiosities of London”) a few particulars 
relating to the House of the East India Company— 
a relic of “‘the most celebrated commercial associa- 
tion of ancient or modern times, and which extended 
its sway over the whole of the Mogul empire” — 
“The East India House is situated on the son'h 
side of Leadenhall-street. The tradition of the 
House is that the company, incorporated December 
31, 1600, first transacted their business in the greai 
room of the Nag’s Head Inn, opposite St. Botolph’s 
Church, Bishopsgate-street. The maps of Londo: 
soon after the Great Fire of 1666 place the India 
House on a part of its present site in Leadenhali- 
street. Here originally stood the mansion of 
Alderman Kerton, built in the reign of Edward V1., 
rebuilt on the accession of Elizabeth, enlarged by 
its next purchaser, Sir William Craven, Lord Mayo: 
in 1610. Here was born the great Lord Craven. 
who, 1701, leased his house and a tenement in 
Lime-street to the company at £100 a year. A 
scarce Dutch etching in the British Museum shows 
this honse to have ‘een half-timbered, its lofty 
gable surmounted with two dolphins and a figure oi 
a mariner, or, as some say, of the first Gove 
beneath «are merchant ships at sea, the Royal arms, 
and those of the company. This grotesque stroc 
ture va taken d wnin 1726, and upon its site was 
erected the old East India House, portions of which 
yet remain; although the present stone front, 20)
